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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 39-42, 44, 45, 47-49, 51, 52, and 54 remain for examination. The 
correspondence filed 5/31/05 amended claims 39, 44, 51, 52, and 54; and cancelled 
claim 46. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

2. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 5/31/05

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 39-42, 44, 45, 47-49, 51, 52, and 54 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
claims 39, 44, 51 , 52, and 54, the prior art of record fails to teach or suggest a storage 
area divided into user blocks and systems blocks, wherein said plurality of user blocks 
are allocated in an ascending order, said plurality of system blocks are allocated in a 
descending order, and a boundary between the plurality of user and system blocks is 
variable; and wherein said pluralitv of system blocks are classified into at least three 
areas, a system defining block area, a defining block area, and a service defining block 
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area. Claims 40-42. 45, and 47-49 are allowed by virtue of their dependency on claims 
39 and 44, respectively.
